W . Dunn, 
who is the 
| general agent of ilie Santa Fe refrig- 
i erator car line in California, told the 
Packer man that he had a bet of a 
new hat with J. S. Leeds, manager 
; of the car line in Chicago, that last 
year’s crop would run 40,000 cars. 
Of 
course, he lost the bet. 
A short time 
ago, when Mr. Leeds was in Califor­ 
nia Mr. Dunn and Mr. Leeds, togeth- 


1 er with one or two other men, were 
i making an automobile trip from the 
\ pre-cooling plant at San Bernardino 
; to Redlands. 
At the time Mr. Leeds 
i remembered the bet; made the state­ 
ment to Mr. Dunn that to give him 
! opportunity to get even on the prop­ 
osition he would bet 
him 
another 
new hat that there would be 50 0 0 0 
cars of citrus fruits shipped 
from 
California during the coming season. 
Mr. Dunn took the proposition, and 
the whole thing was a 
joke. 
How- 
ever, some enterprising reporter cir­ 
culated the report that the Santa Fe 
had made an estimate of 50,000 cars 
of citrus fruits in Southern Califor­ 
nia. 


So far as can be learned there arej 
no shippers expecting unusually low 
prices on account of an 
unusually: 
large crop. 
The Santa Fe has made 
no estimate and it is known that the 
California Fru it Growers’ 
Exchange 
sent out the same report of an esti­ 
mate of a 50,000 car crop, based on 
the alleged report of the Santa Fe 
road. 


The only estimate of the 
citrus 
fruit crop which has been made was 
the one ’ published in the Packer re­ 
cently, and 'that report is believed 
by the Santa Fe officials and the larg­ 
er shippers in California to be pretty 
close to the mark. 
The total for all 
citrus fruits given in the 
estimate 
was 43,175 cars for the whole state. 


During the season just closed, end­ 
ing October 31, there were shipped 
from Southern California to eastern 
markets 30,113 cars of citrus fruit, 
of which 4782 were lemons. 
Total 
shipments for 
the 
preceding 
year 
w'ere the largest in the history of the 
industry, 38,091 ears, of which 6196 
were lemons. 
If the crop runs about' 
5000 cars more the 
coming 
season 
than in the 1908-09 
season, 
when 
there was no freeze, 
shippers 
say 
this fact cannot 
materially 
affect 
prices, 
especially 
considering 
that 
shippers are going to do considerable 
advertising the coming year to cre­ 
ate new demands and new 
markets. 
The California Fru it 
Growers’ 
Ex ­ 
change alone has appropriated $1 0 0,- 


0 0 0 to advertise its spoon proposition 
and other schemes. 
The exchange j 
has created a new 
brand 
which it 
w ill use especially for this purpose,; 
to be known as the Red B all brand, 
and will stand for the grade next be­ 
low the Sunkist, which, it says, will 
be 
extensively 
advertised. 
Prices 
at present are, of course, speculative,,
